     2.  If the local chapter nominee is unable to attend the State Leadership Conference,      
       the chapter may designate one of its other delegates to accept the award for that          
    nominee. 
 
     3.  Nominees selected for this award at a previous State Leadership Conference are      
         not eligible. 
 

4. An entry form accompanied by a copy of a resume outlining the person's partici-     
pation in PBL and a letter of recommendation from the local chapter adviser must   
be mailed to the state office postmarked no later than the designated deadline.
